“By providing them, the
County can take a step in
providing needy children
with good recreation,”

be sent to Probation Depart-
ment and County work camps
to be repaired and painted,
thereby providing vocational
training,

“By making bicycles avail-
able to youngsters whose fam.
ilies cannot afford them, the
children will be encourgged
to get paper routes and run
errands and other chores,
teaching them the value of
work and contributing to
their sound future,” Hahn
said,
